Weeds are the greatest agency for
the loss of watér from the soil. Pre-
venting weed growth has been ‘more
important from the standpoint of
storing water in the soil than culti-
vating the soil to produce any kind
of a mulch.

It has been foind that spring

- wheat, oats; barley ‘and porn feed to

an average depth of four feet in the
goil at North P‘!al ‘Winter wheat
feeds to a depth of six or seven feet.
Alfalfa and gragses use water from
even greater depths.

PLANNING A FARM

There are probably few men who
in laying ont their farm, draw actual
plans and specifications, and make |
calculations of the expense.. The ten-
dency is to allow the arrangement of

the buildings and flelds to remain as |

they have always been even though
they could be rearrapnged at perhaps
little cost of time or labor, to be much
more convenient. In old farmsteads
one sees various ill-conceived ar-

rangements, which, during the lives)|

of the one or more geperationg that
have lived on the farm, must have
necessitated the expenditure of thou-
sands of dollars in needlesg steps or
other wasted energy.

This condition of things is far less
noticeable on the up-to-date farm
than it was even a few years ago. It
seems that in recent years more at-
tention than ever before has been
given to method: and devices that
will lighten the burden of farm labor.
It certainly shows good judgment
when a man gives enough attention
to this subject te rearrange his en-

tire farm plan, if need be, in order
that a little time and labor each day
will be saved. When we think of all
the hard work that every farmer has
to do at certain rush seasons of the
year, we can plainly see how import-
ant it is to have labor saving imple-
ments and well located and arranged
byildings and flelds.

To prevent errors of this sort the
United States department of agricul-
ture has for some time been at work
formolating plans for farms which
promige to be of great value. The
character of the work is almost en-
tirely- new, and many hundreds of
plans were drawn, in¢clnding those of
‘all types of farms in all sections of
the country, before general rules for
such work conld be dednced. . Plan-
ning a farm properly requires no
small amount of mathewatical calcu-
lation, and can best be done by draw-
ing a map of the Farm with the fields
and puildings convenjeptly arranged
for a suitable cropping ang feeding
gystem, . Time spent, in planning or
rearranging the farm will bring .gpod
returns,
